“Meyera” was the title of the new play
at the Irving Place Theatre last night,
and the dialike of that name by an ariato- |
cratic mother-in-law as well as what it
suggested to her made up the fun of the |
new drama. Its fun was abundant.
Rarely in recent seasons has a farce of
German origin possessed so much humor,
Fritz Friedmann-Friederich is a new|
name among the authora of Germany |
whose works are nowadays selected for |
export. But few of them are 8o deserving
of that distinction. The play, while its
three acts pasa in Berlin and northeastern
Ryussia, is not altogether free from a
suggestion of remoter Gallie nativity.
But what good faroe ever is? It is to
the credit of the German author that he
has imparted to the pisce so much flavor
of the land and the people of which it
treats as to make it strongly local. So
it appears superfloially Germad.

There is of course in the objections |
of this county aristocratic to anybedy
called Meyer something more thaff the
mere name. It suffices, however, for the
vyoung man in love with her daughter
to get himself adopted by a French wime
agent of only a well sounding title in order
that there may be no objection from hia
future family. The mother-in-law is
indeed delighted with the suitor and |
his psuedo parent, who is secretly in-
vited to the wedding festivities by hin!
future father-in-law as a surprise. This
aristocratic mother is even charmed
with another of the famty who has been
surreptitiously invited and his expenses
paid from Paris as a compliment to the
young betrothed of the same name

It is only after the father who adopted
the young man for a financial consider
ation shows what his character is and she
discovers that the supposed brother is in
reality a cook who has been sent by mis-
take through an agency, that the mother
in-law decides that Meyers, so long as
they are of the right kind, are better than
bogus Frencn aristocrats however grand
their names may sound. So the youthful
Meyer wins his bride undes hisown name,
which was the objection to counteract
his desirability in rvorg other way.

The story of this wholly farcical com-
position progresses from one complica-
tion to another with irresistible drollery
The author has arranged his scenes with
certain knowledge of their eflect., In
every instance they produce the result
at which he aimed. e has not neglected
the effect of amusing contrasts of char-
acter, for between the Mejperd, proud -af.
their old and honored place in the com- i
mercial world, yet cherishing incidental |
ambitions for a higher social niveau
than they have ever attained and the
prejudice of the country horn aristoerat
with a husband of most democratic ideas,
there is variety enough in the Lypes

German actors are the best in plays of
this kind, and in spite of various evidences
of insufficient familiarity with the text
the farce was admirably played. It was
in the slowness of the tempo with which
it moved thgt the lack of preparation
was most evident. And for the first time
the prompter of the Uerman theatre, a
conscientious and most efficient member
of the artistic ataff, was absent last night.

The author has gone back to somewhat
older models of German farce than his
contemporaries are following nowadays
He has revertad almost to the school of
Von Moser and L'Arronge, although his
form is more suited to the present day
than their manner of writing: elthough he
clings to the domestic subjects which in-
spired the men of that time. Only in
the deftness of hia trestment of the sub-

there seems little probability that
“Meyers” can ever bhe made available
for use in our playhouses. y

Most of the humor of the piece rests
on racial peculiarities which have never
heen accepted as profitable themes for
American plays. There was a small body
of Interested managers and agents watch-
ing the performance last night. It is to
be ho that they understood the text
as well as the expressions of amusement,
Otherwise they might be sadly rmisledas
to the value of the play for this country.
